The application has been amended as follows: 
Claim 1: 

Delete "in particular for a wind energy turbine," after "tower" in line 1 of claim 1 . 
Claim 17: 

Delete "a" after "comprise" and insert— the— in line 2 of claim 17. 

2. Claims 1-3, and 5-17 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record fails to teach or suggest a tower having a first and second segment, wherein 
an end portion of the second tower segment is embedded and anchored in portion of 
the wall of the first tower segment and anchored by two different types of anchoring 
elements as recited in claim 1 . Although the prior art of record shows the use of 
different types of anchoring elements, the prior art does not teach the use of two 
different types of anchoring elements being used together as specifically set forth by 
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applicant's claims. The examiner can find no proper motivation to combine the 
references of record without relying on impermissible hindsight.
